SEW SIMPLE 
Only The Lining Needs Marks 
On An Underlined Garment 


“ When I make a dress that 
Is fully lined, I seem to waste 
a lot of time bv making darts, 
etc., on both the outer fabric 
and the lining. Since all the 
darts are sewed from the in­ 
side, I find it necessary to mark 
the lining also A tip on how to 
mark these kind of lined gar­ 
ments would be appreciated."

Dear Mrs. B.S.D.: 


When a garment is complete­ 
ly underlined ( b a s t i n g two 
pieces of fabric together and 
treating as one), you need only 
mark the lining. As you say, 
you will be working from the 
lining side for darts, etc., so 
you are only going to double 
work by marking both. 


“ W h o e v e r said ‘A little 
knowledge is a d a n g e r o u s 
thing’ knew what they were 
talking about. The more I seem 
to know about sewing, the 
more dissatisfied I am with my 
results when they aren’t per­ 
fect. Now the thing that bugs 
me more than anything, is how 
to make the outer edges of 
coats and jackets nice and flat, i 
My edge seams always look un­ 
pressed.”

Dear Mrs. R.R.W.: 


It is true with sewing, as 
with anything else, the more 
we know, the more we want to 
know about it, and of course, 
that is a good sign. The trou­ 
ble you are having with the 
outer edges, or faced edges of 
your garments, is probably a 
lack of proper pressing. The 
faced edges should be pressed 
open on the edge board part 
of your Tailor Trix Pressing 
Board. This will insure flat, 
professional l o o k i n g faced 
edges of your garment. For 
more information about this 
board, write to Sew Simple, in 
care of this paper.

Dear Mrs. C.H.F.: 


There have been many re­ 
quests for more information 
about stretch fabrics. I shall 
try to give you a few pointers 
direct from the manufacturer. 


There are three types of 
stretch cloth: warp st retch, 
filler stretch, and t wo - wa y 
stretch. 


Warp stretch is the most 
popular today, and this ex­ 
pands in the same direction as 
the selvage. 


Filler stretch expands across 
the fabric from selvage to sel­ 
vage. 


Two-way stretch expands in 
both directions. 


Stretch fabrics have become 
| so popular because of their 
comfort. You can have a slim 
fitting garment with extra ease 
which is very important for 
everyday wear as well as active 
sports. When used for long 
pants, it is advisable to add a 
strap at the end of the legs to 
be slipped under the foot to 
prevent riding up. 


Your garments ma de of 
stretch fabric will usually re­ 
tain their shape perfectly, how­ 


ever, occasionally you m ay 
need to restore their shape by 
pressing with a steam iron. 
Cutting: 
Do 
not 
pull 
or 
stretch the fabric, just smooth 
and proceed. Usually you will 
not need any lining, except in 
bathing suits or like garments. 
Stretch fabrics are easy to sew 
on, use a medium needle, no 
special thread, and a medium 
length stitch. If you would line 
a garment, you would have to 
use a tricot lining to give the 
outer fabric the same stretch. 
You can use scraps of stretch 
fabrics for book covers, golf 
club covers, crib toys, slippers, 
hats, and many small items.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Now Is The Time To Think 
Of Blood Bank Credits 


Before that Thanksgiving glow wears 
away, and while your sense of human 
tragedy is still sharpened by recollec­ 
tions of recent tragic events, give con­ 
sideration to helping the Marin County 
Blood Reserve Fund. 
It's in a bad fix. Paradoxically, this 
situation seemingly stems from an ef­ 
fort to make things easy for those who 
can donate blood in Marin County. 
For the year 1963 the total number 
of donors has been only 127 although 
for the past two and one-half years San 
Rafael has had a Marin Blood Center 
opened in May of 1961 at 506 Fourth 
Street. 
In contrast, during the year 1960 
there were 267 donors although these 
had to watch for the monthly visit of 
a mobile unit. During 1961 when this 
was the case nearly half of the year 
there were 277 donors. The following 
year, 1962, the lowest level of all was 
set w ith a mere 104. 
Reason for this seemingly odd situa­ 
tion is believed to be that though the 
monthly mobile unit was less handy, it 
got more publicity. As the day of its 
visit drew’ near, no doubt many possible 
donors gave thought and resolved to 
take advantage of opportunity. 
Now the San Rafael center maintains 
donor hours every Monday, Wednesday 
and Friday from 10 a m. to 6 p m. It is 
also open Tuesday and Thursday to pro­ 
vide general information on the blood 
bank which has many interesting facts 


behind it including the system of “cred­ 
it.” When one donates his blood must 
be used within three weeks but it con­ 
stitutes a “credit” good for up to a year 
— and in case of need, one can draw up 
to 10 units under this credit system on 
an understanding that there wrill be re­ 
placements within a year. Thus one's 
friends often can spare one needless 
financial outlay for blood in time of 
emergency. 
During the tw’o and one-half years of 
the center its reserve has helped many 
individuals as well as giving five credits 
a month to Fort Miley Veterans Hos­ 
pital. 
Five a month are also given to help 
hemophiliacs, open heart surgery cases 
and others needing constant transfu­ 
sion. 
The present situation surely does not 
reflect the potential blood donations of 
our growing county, nor our general de­ 
sire to do the right thing. Yet the fact 
remains that when the mobile unit 
came, an average of 150 blood units was 
maintained constantly in fund whereas 
now there is a bare average of 15 a 
month. 
From a purely selfish point of view 
quite apart from the general interest, 
it pays to bear in mind that individuals 
belonging to no organization or other 
fund groups to bank blood credits 
should act to establish credits at once 
for themselves and families. What about 
Monday?

NEW PROBLEMS FOR JAPAN 
Death Of Kennedy Postponed 
Vital Nippon-U.S. Talks

THIS WAS a week of dis­ 
appointment as well as sad­ 
ness for Japan. 
Originally 
it 
had 
b e e n 
s c h e d u l e d that a distin­ 
guished United States delega­ 
tion headed by Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk and Treas­ 
ury Secretary Douglas Dillon 
would meet this week with 
their Japanese countei parts 
for a three-dav discussion of 
mutual interests and prob­ 
lems. 
Instead, on the day the 
meetings were to start Pre­ 
mier Hyato Ikeda and Foreign 
Minister 
Masayoshi 
Ohira 
were in Washington attending 
the funeral of President Ken­ 


nedy. 
And the discussions which 
the Japanese had 
h o p e d 
would be so fruitful were put 
off indefinitely. 


IT WAS JUST one more 
example of the paralysis that 
had fallen over many another 
nation with close ties to the 
United States as it settled 
back into a period of enforced 
waiting upon the policies and 
decisions of the new presi­ 
dent, Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Until the death of Presi­ 
dent Kennedy, the conserva­ 
tive Liberal-Democratic gov­ 
ernment of Ikeda had been 
off to an auspicious new start. 
General elections earlier in 
the month had returned his 
party to power with a com*

fortable majority of 283 in the 
467-seat House of Represen­ 
tatives. 
His Socialist opponents had 
gained seven seats for a total 
of 144. But that total was far 
short of the 180 the Socialists 
had asked in order to be sure 
of blocking any changes in 
Japan’s no-war constitution. 


THE SOCIALISTS had cam­ 
paigned on two old standby 
issues, expanded trade with 
Red China and an end to Ja­ 
pan’s alliance with the United 
States, and on a new' one, 
Japan’s mounting inflation. 
Ikeda’s answer had been to 
point to the millions of new 
television antennas sprouting 
from Japanese rooftops, thou­ 
sands of new refrigerators in 
Japanese homes and an aver­ 
age annual gain of 10 per cent 
in the gross national product. 
Except for the candidates, 
the Japanese yawned their 
way through the campaign 
and in the end agreed with 
Ikeda. 


P R E S ID E N T K e n n e d y ’s 
death brought new worries. 
The Japanese stock market 
plunged downward, reflecting 
investors’ fears that the new 
Johnson administration would 
slow the drive toward freer 
international trade. 
There 
also 
was 
wonder 
whether the Johnson admin­ 
istration would maintain the 
same close ties with Japan as 
had been followed by Ken­ 
nedy, and finally there was 
another reflected throughout 
the 
world. 
The 
newspaper 
Asahi expressed it editorially 
by saying: 
“In view of the magnitude 
of the personal leadership of 
Mr. Kennedy in foreign af­ 
fairs and the depth of mutual 
understanding 
that 
existed 
between Mr. Kennedy and 
Prem ier Khrushchev, we are 
bound to feel iom o anxiety.”

Nov. 19 entitled “Open Heart 
Surgery Postponed,” we wish 
to clarify that the postpone­ 
ment of six - year - old Kim 
Chapin’s operation was not 
due tc a blood supply prob­ 
lem as reported. 
The 
surgery, 
originally 
scheduled for Oct. 17 at Chil­ 
dren’s Hospital in San Fran­ 
cisco, was postponed because 
the patient had a minor ill­ 
ness. Since this operation is 
performed at Children’s Hos­ 
pital only on Thursdays, and 
several other open heart sur­ 
geries had been scheduled in 
advance 
for 
the 
following 
weeks, Kim’s operation was 
re-scheduled 
for 
Thursday, 
Dec. 5. 
This date has been set for 
some time and barring fur­ 
ther ear involvements, Kim 
will have the operation and 
be home in time for Christ­ 
mas. 
Blood used for open heart 
surgery is drawn within 48 
hours of the operation in spe­ 
cially prepared plastic con­ 
tainers. Since the blood must 
also be type 
specific, 
the 
blood bank assumes the re­ 
sponsibility of recruiting suf- 


ficient blood donors to meet 
the needs of surgery and post 
operative care if necessary. 
Patients, however, are re­ 
sponsible for replacing the 
blood used. Thanks to the 
thoughtfulness and interest of 
relatives and friends who do­ 
nated blood early in October, 
ample blood credits are avail­ 
able to take care of Kim’s re­ 
placement needs. 
During 
the 
past 
seven 
years, since open heart sur­ 
gery has been used extensive­ 
ly, our blood bank has pro­ 
vided 28,917 units of blood 
for 2,206 open heart surgery 
cases.

THE ALLEN-SCOTT REPORT 
Plane Crashed Over Cuba 
Due To 'Hostile Action'

WASHINGTON — Fate Is 
losing no time in confronting 
President Johnson with his 
first foreboding international 
“incident.” 
I n t e l l i g e n c e authori­ 
ties have informed the new 
president that a num ber of 
indications strongly point to 
that 
mysteriously 
crashed 
U - 2 reconnaissance plane’s 
having been downed through 
“hostile action.” 
These 
officials 
are 
con­ 
vinced an SA-2 Russian mis­ 
sile, fired by one of many 
such anti - aircraft batteries 
in Cuba, did this “killing.” 
Examination of the plane 
wreckage, recovered f r o m 
100-foot-deep water some 40 
miles northeast of Key West 
and 180 miles north of Cuba, 
indicates the plane was se­ 
verely damaged by an exter­ 
nal explosion — in the opin­ 
ion of intelligence experts, 
by an SA-2 missile. 


IT IS ALSO deemed very 
likely that the impact of this 
powerful blast caused the au­ 
tomatic ejection seat to hurl 
the possibly w’ounded pilot 
out of the shattered plane. 
Neither he nor the seat have 
been found. 
Here are highlights of the 
unpublished intelligence ac­ 
count: 
The U-2. on loan from the 
Strategic Air Command, was 
making one of the Central 
Intelligence Agency's weekly

reconnaissance 
flights over 
Cuba. CIA has taken over 
such missions from the Air 
Force. 
CIA bars the pilots from 
flying directly over Cuba. In­ 
stead, they must remain over 
international waters and take 
long-range photographs. 


ON THIS ill-fated flight, 
the particular mission was to 
obtain photos of airbases on 
which 
a 
greatly 
increased 
num ber of Russian MIG fight­ 
ers had been reported. 
U-2 photos had revealed a 
sudden big increase in Soviet 
MIGs on and near certain 
Cuban airfields — around 
the same time some 3,000 
Russian troops were being 
shipped home. 
On the basis of these pho­ 
tos, U-2 experts raised their 
estimate of Red planes in 
Cuba from 150 to “more than 
300.” 


These additional planes in­ 
cluded MIG-17s, MIG - 19s, 
MIG - 21s and an unknown 
two - engine jet interceptor. 
They were observed chiefly 
in the vicinity of San Julian, 
San Antonio de Los Banos 
and Colon. Underground air­ 
craft facilities have repeated­ 
ly been reported in t h e s e 
areas. 


Captain Joe G. Hyde Jr., 
missing pilot of the lost U-2 
was to focus on these suspect­ 
ed bases. 


SEVERAL minutes before 
his plane vanished suddenly 
from radar scopes, the naval 
base at Guantanamo tracked 
the firing of two SA-2 mis­ 
siles at an unidentified tar­ 
g e t . 
Simultaneously, 
t h e 
Guantanamo radar spotted a 
flight of Cuban interceptors 
streaking upward as if in pur­ 
suit. 


At this time Hyde’s plane 
is calculated as having been 
flying at great height along 
the northern coast of Cuba. 
One aspect of this tragic 
mystery 
that 
has 
caused 
sharp 
reaction 
among 
Air 
Force and Navy authorities 
was the failure of U. S. in­ 
terceptors to 
be anywhere 
near the crashed plane — 
only 40 miles from Key Weft, 
site of t large naval airbaft.

Week long Nightmare Is Ending 


As Marin Slowly Comes Back 


GRADUALLY Marin Coun- 
ty is bouncing back from the 
long nightmare created by 
the Dallas debacle. 
Some 
amateur 
prophets 
point to the passing of our 
late president as inevitable, 
in the 
light of “historical 
precedent.” 
And they look to 1980, won­ 
dering what dire event is 
going to occur then. 


WE DON’T believe in jinx- 
es, but since the matter has 
cropped up again as it did in 
the 1940s, we might as well 
face it and take a look. 
They call it the 20-year 
cycle of misfortune in the 
lives of presidents. 
Abraham Lincoln, elected 
in 1860, was assassinated in 
office. 
President 
Garfield, 
who 
took 
office 
20 years 
later, was also shot. 
Then came Presidents Mc­ 
Kinley in 1900. Harding in 
1920. and Franklin Roosevelt 
in 1940, all dying in office. 


WE STILL don’t buy it, but 
If there is such a thing as a 
jinx, this is as good a time to 
bury it as any. 
Because a full 100 years has 
elapsed since Lincoln took of­ 
fice. And one century is long 
enough for any series of trag­ 
edies to run. 
Silence reigned in the de­ 
serted Civic Center last Mon­ 
day, the Day of Mourning, 
except for the occasional tap- 
tap of a typewriter from the 
public works office. 


SECRETARY 
Sarah 
Ian- 
dau. probably the only county 
employee who showed up for 
work that day, explained it 
this way: “I listened carefully 
to the radio and TV and they 
said all federal, state and city 


offices would he closed Mon­ 
day. 
“ But no mention was mad« 
of ‘county’, so I came Just to 
be sure ” 
And she stayed most of the 
day, working awav with no 
one to bother her. Boy, that’s 
devotion to duty. 


I)R. JOHN Bodo of the the- 
ological seminary in San An- 
selmo was at one time seri­ 
ously considered as candidate 
for supervisor to oppose Wil­ 
liam D. Fusselman.

Merchant Marine Troubled 


WASHINGTON UP* — Sine« 
1938 the federal government 
has paid out almost 1.5 billion 
dollars in subsidies, and yet 
the merchant marine still faces 
hard times. 
A recent report put the m at­ 
ter bluntly: 


“The steady d o w n w a r d 
course of U. S. participation in 
our own cargo shipping is de­ 
plorable.” 


And then the report spells 
it out: 


“The volume of cargo car- 
led by t . S.-flag \cssels in 
our foreign trade has de­ 
clined from 85 million tons 
In 1918 to 35 million tons in 
1980, while the total t \ S. 
foreign 
trade 
carried 
by 
ocean 
vessels 
has 
grown 
from 
100 
million 
tons 
in 
1948 to 285 million tons in 
1980.” 


Why is this? 
Well, in general foreign car­ 
riers can do the job for less, 


and furtherm ore they aren’t | 
as likely to he plagued by la- ' 
bor conflicts that may tie up 
ships.

They found the industry 
facing 12 major problems, 
including high costs, outmod­ 
ed equipment, poor manage­ 
ment • labor relations and a 
situation that can't help but 
be explosive: 


“The num ber of maritime 
workers »the report notes» ex­ 
ceeds by far the num ber of 
jobs available in the industry 
under present conditions, and 
the number of jobs is declin­ 
ing year by year.” 
One thing everyone seems 


agreed on: a strong merchant 
fleet is vital to this nation, 
especially in time of war. So 
the industry’s problems are of 
concern to every one of us 
The committee came up with 
37 recommendations, the chief 
of which dealt with squabbles 
between the operators and the 
workers. 


“The f r e q u ency and bit­ 
terness of maritime - labor 
disputes underlying serious 
work interruptions are com­ 
mon knowledge,” it said.

Backdoor Moratorium On Death Penalty

The state of California, which 
almost 
every 
year 
executes 
more criminals than any other 
state In the union, has sent on­ 
ly one person to the gas cham­ 
ber this year. 
The death of Jam es Abner 
Bentley on Jan. 23 was the 
500th executive at San Quen­ 
tin Prison. It happened in a 
state where an average of eight 
persons die in the gas chamber 
annually; and it happened in 
a prison where 44 men cur­ 
rently live on death row. 
In early November, Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown, long an out­ 
spoken foe of the death pen­ 
alty, commented on these un­ 
usual statistics. 


‘i t ’s a situation,” he said, 
“that really means capital 
punishment 
has 
been 
re­ 
peal by the courts. I think 
I’ve granted only two com­ 
mutations this year, and all 
the rest have been stays by 
either the Supreme Court, 
the circuit court or the state 
courts. 


Three days after Brown made 
his statement, the U. S. Su­ 
prem e Court granted a stay of 
execution to Harold A. Spen­ 
cer, six days before his date 
with death. Then within 10 
days, the high court followed 
its action with two more stays, 
both for m en scheduled to die 
in December. 
During the past year, in a 
state where the arguments for 
and against capital punishment 
often rise to fever pitch, there 
have been so many stays of 
executions that prison officials 
have had bookkeeping prob­ 
lems in maintaining an accur­ 
ate count. 


The situation has created, 
In effect, a backdoor mora­ 
torium on the death penalty 
one that neither California 
laws nor the state constitu­ 
tion provides for. 


For the past 30 years, state 
legislators who have opposed 
capital punishm ent have at­ 
tempted to pass laws making 
the death penalty illegal. The 


matter has been debated either 
in committee or on the floors 
of the senate and the assembly 
19 times. 


It has failed of passage 19 
times. 


The latest effort to revise 
the capital punishment stat­ 
utes came this year. The bill, 
I n t r o d u c e d by McMillan, 
called for a four-year mora­ 
torium on the death penalty 
except in eases involving dou­ 
ble killings, kidnap murders, 
slaying of law enforcement 
officers and killing in prison. 


The 
assembly 
passed 
the 
measure by a close vote. But 
the senate governmental effi­ 
ciency committee killed a sim­ 
ilar bill. A proposal to put the 
issue to the voters did not 
even receive a formal hearing. 
Unless Brown decides to call 
a special session, the issue will 
not come before the legislature 
until at least 1985. 
Meanwhile, 
the population 
on death row grows. At San 
Quentin, 44 men are waiting; 
and at Corona institution for 
women, California’s only other 
condemned prisoner, double • 
slayer Iva Kroeger, is waiting. 
Of these 45 persons, only 
two know the exact date on 
which they are scheduled to 
die. Seventeen men have stays 
of execution; twenty-five men 
and Mrs. Kroeger have their 
cases on appeal. 


It boils down to this: 43 
persons, 
all 
formally 
sen­ 
tenced by the courts to die, 
still do not know when— or 
If— they wall make the long 
walk to the apple-green gas 
chamber. 


Yet, while judges sit in sol­ 
emn contemplation, listening 
to the pleas of attorneys for 
their condemned clients, and 
while legislators in Sacramento 
argue about the pros and cons 
of 
capital 
punishment, 
the 
dreary routine on death row 
continues. 
At 8:30 every m o r n i n g , 
guards march down the double 
row, awakening the men and 
handing them their breakfasts. 
At 10:30, the convicts are per­ 


mitted to leave their cells for 
three and a half hours. 
They can watch television 
in a special death row recrea­ 
tion room; they can play ping 
pong, checkers, scrabble and 
other games; or they can visit 
a library which has been set 
up for their exclusive use ad­ 
jacent to their cell block. 
The men are a l l o w e d to 
study in their cells or read 
newspapers and magazines. A 
few have taken up painting as 
a hobby. Others are content 
to write letters, listen on ear­ 
phones to the prison radio or 
talk to convicts in neighboring 
cells. 


At 2 p.m., a combined din- 
m er supper Is served. The 
dinner consists of the same 
kind of food served to the 
other 4,400 inmates at the 
prison, but the condemned 
men receive larger portions. 
The supper, whieh the con­ 
victs are advised to save un­ 
til evening, is generally com­ 
prised of fruit and sand­ 
wiches. 


The light never go out on 
death row. But most of the men 
retire at about 10 p.m. All that 
remains in the silence are the 
44 sleeping prisoners, a ser­ 
geant in charge and two gun 
rail officers, each armed with 
a rifle and a sidearm. 
In a state where several ex­ 
ecutions have attracted nation­ 
al and international headlines 
(Barbara Graham, Burton Ab­ 
bot, Caryl Chessman and Eliza­ 
beth (Ma) Duncan, none of the 
present 
condemned 
convicts 
has achieved widespread no­ 
toriety. 
But some of the cases may 
yet come into nationwide prom­ 
inence: 
Paul Kern Imbler, a 45-year- 
old truck driver who was con­ 
victed of the 1961 m urder of a 
Los Angeles grocer during a 
holdup, received a stay of ex­ 
ecution when one of the wit­ 
nesses at his trial repudiated 
his own testimony. 
Joseph B. Morse, a 19-year- 
old San Diego youth, who beat 
his mother to death with a 
rock and then fatally blud-

Appalachia-A Place Of Abysmal Poverty In U.S 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: Very lit­ 
tle of America’s general af­ 
fluence has rubbed off on 
Appalachia, a six-state moun­ 
tainous strip in the South­ 
east. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Jr., chairman of the presi­ 
dent’s Appalachian Regional 
Commission, 
recently 
told 
Congress It is a place of 
“ abysmal poverty.” 
Follow­ 
ing is a report on one of the 
“ have not” c o m m u n itie s in 
the great mountains on the 
Tennessee-Kentucky border.)

CLA1RFIELD, Tenn. (UPI) — 
Junior Hall, 26, was a coal 
m iner with a wife and four 
dirty-faced 
kids 
before 
he 
wound up in a hospital bed. 
Doctor» say it will be years be­ 
fore he is able to work again. 


Several weeks ago, the first 
frost of the season came to 
Tennessee and tem peratures in 
the Appalachian M o u n ta in s 
dipped to below freezing. Hall 
lives in a two-room, 
rotted 
shack on the top of a “nob.” 
They had ru n out of fuel for 
their 
ancient 
rusted 
stove. 
Their charity clothes barely 
cavtrtd them. 


Hall went out one night to 
a truck mine to steal some 
coal for their fire, when a 
ton of slag — rocklike coal 
mine waste — crashed down 
on him. Although his cries 
for help were heard, he lay 
helpless for several hours 
with a shattered pelvis and a 
crushed chest. Hall is a “Ycl- 
lowdog,” a m em ber of the 
Southern Labor Union, the 
rival 
of the United Mine 
W orkers in the Tennessee 
coal country. 


“I didn't care if he was a 
Yeilerdog or a black man,” said 
Amy Marlow, a grizzled and 
toothless woman in her 60s. 
“He said he was stealing coal 
to keep his family warm and 1 
helped him.” Amy said a group 
of m en who heard Hall call for 
help refused to aid him be­ 
cause he is a “Yeilerdog.” 
Besides what he can make 
from bootlegging m o u n t a i n 
whisky, Carl Miller, sometimes 
earns $15 a week cutting the 
wooden beams that are used 
for support in the truck mine. 
His family, a wife and seven 
children live atop a high m oun­ 
tain in a broken-down shanty. 


Recently, he was fined $9 


plus court costs for refusing 
to send four of his children 
to school, down a dangerous, 
winding make-shift road cov­ 
ered with “red dog” — slag 
from the mines. 
“ My kids didn’t have any 
shoes,” he said. “Would you 
walk down that road without 
any shoes on?” 


Miller's son, Henry, 13, is a 
frail boy with the physique of 
a 9-year-old. 
He lay feverish 
with a torn baseball cap on his 
head. The room in the clap­ 
board shack w as cold. His sick­ 
bed was fashioned out of wood­ 
en 
crates. 
His 
mother 
was 
nursing a five-week-old baby 
in the next room. 
Henry was seriously ill. Be­ 
sides a fever, he had a pain in 
his chest and complained that 
he had difficulty breathing. 
There would be no doctor. 
There wasn’t even an aspirin. 
Junior Hall, Carl Miller and 
young Hcnrv are a few of the 
4,000 inhabiiants of Clear Fork 
Valley, 
an 
almost 
forgotten 
strip of land comprising the 
once-abundant towns of Fonde, 
Pruden, 
Valley Creek, 
Clair- 
field, Eagan, Anthras and Mor- 
ley lying on Tennessee High­ 


way 90 just south of the Ken­ 
tucky state line. 


Fifteen years ago, before 
the great labor battles in the 
Tennesee coal fields, the val­ 
ley prospered in the post-war 
Industrial boom. About 3,000 
men worked some of the 
richest coal mines in the 
Southeast. The coal is still in 
abundance today, 
but 
the 
valley is decayed and dying. 


Just 10 years ago, a tobacco- 
chewing oldtimer testified, an 
unwed mother and her child 
would have been run out of 
the valley on the next Southern 
Railways train passing through 
Clairfield. Today, promiscuity 
is quietly condoned and some­ 
times 
encouraged 
to 
bring 
checks that will buy food. 
The State of Tennessee pays 
$50 for the first child, and up 
to $99 for subsequent produc­ 
tion, in monthly welfare checks 
—as long as the unwed mother 
cannot, or docs not, identify 
the father. 
“We don’t have much in this 
valley in the way of money,” 
said Baitor Davis, a big man 
with huge hands and feet who 
mines In the valley when there 
U work. 
“We got plenty of 


love, though, and we all try to 
help everybody out.” 


Davis and his wife, Frankie, 
have 13 kids. 
When he is 
able 
to 
work 
he 
usually 
makes $4 a day. 


Tom Marlow had 13 children 
too. But he “gave” a set of 
twins away. Marlow* is a young- 
looking man in his mid-30s. 
Mabel, his wife, looks much 
older. She has long been tooth­ 
less. 
The Marlows live in an un­ 
painted shack papered with old 
newspapers and magazines. The ! 
place reeks with the piercing; 
stench of urine. The children 
are 
dirty 
and 
wear 
soiled 
clothes, donated mostly by the 
Tennessee Federation of Wom­ 
ens’ Clubs. But there is no soap 
or running water, and there 
are only homemade brooms to 
scrape the collected m ud off 
the 
uncovered, 
s p l i n t e r e d 
wooden floors. 


“ I’m really a radio man,” 
he said. “You know, commu­ 
nications. Yeah, 1 worked in 
Cincinnati and Detroit. I used 
to send a lot of money home, 
but I couldn’t get an apart­ 
ment They say they’ll tak« 


dogs and cats, but they don’t 
want no children.” 


Trying to exist from day to 
day amidst sickness and dis­ 
ease is a fact of life in Clear 
Fork Valley. Recently at least 
50 persons were stricken with 
deadly hepatitis in the valley. 
A few died and many will nev­ 
er be fully cured. Its source 
has not been found. Social dis­ 
eases are rampant, as are other 
forms of human sickness and 
suffering. 
Medical 
help 
lies 
several 
mountains beyond the valley. 
It could well be several hun­ 
dred miles, for very few of the 
valley’s God-fearing and hardy 
breed of mountainfolk would 
travel far to see a doctor. The 
nearest doctor or nurse is 25 
miles away. 
The people of this valley feel 
orphaned 
by 
their 
county, 
their state and their country. 


“The only time we get to 
see one of those county poli­ 
ticians,” said one man. “ is 
around election time.” Very 
few of the valley people have 
heard of —none remember 
ever seeing—their congress­ 
man, Rep. James (Jimmie) 
H. Quillen (R-Tenn.).

Assassination Saddens World

Among many other 
things, it authorizes use of 
modern languages instead of 
Latin in large portions of the 
Mass ano in the administration 
of such sacraments as baptism 
and marriage. 


—E n d o r s e d by an over­ 
whelming majority a theolog­ 
ical doctrine known in council 
jargon as “ the collegiality of 
bishops” which affirms that 
bishops have a divine right to 
share with the Pope in the gov­ 
ernment of the u n i v e r s a l 
church. This doctrine, which 
has the full support of Pope 
Paul VI. is intended to correct 
the emphasis on papal suprem­ 
acy which has characterized 
Catholic thought since the last 
Ecumenical Council in 1870, 
and to restore the much more

MEXICO CITY fUPI) — Se­ 
crets of the Spanish Inquisi­ 
tion, including the Jewish or­ 
igin of many l^atin American 
families, are being revealed 
here to scholars as a result of 
greater accessibility of the Ro­ 
man Catholic church tribunal’s 
records of several 
hundred 
years ago.

PADUA. Italy d’PP—Some of 
the world's greatest frescoes 
were endangered r e c e n t l y 
when the centuries-old Scro- 
vegni Chapel almost collapsed. 
The chapel houses the earli­ 
est, most extensive and best | 
preserved works of the great 
frescoist Giotto. 
It stands in a public garden 
in the center of Padua, not far 
from the town’s main thorough­ 
fare, along which rumbles a 
constant flow of heavy buses 
and trucks. 
Their reverberation, carried 
through the soil, had be e n 
shaking the walls of the Scro- 
vegni so hard that iron sustain­ 
ing rods were anchored from 
wall to wall to keep them from 
caving in. 


On a recent morning In­ 
spection, the chapel’s cus­ 
todian found the rods had 
snapped from the pressure 
and the building was in dan­ 
ger of collapse. 


The entire chapel was then 
encompassed in a f r a m e of 
t u b u l a r steel scaffolding, to 
which the roof was attached to 
keep its weight off the walls. 
The immediate danger thus re­ 
lieved. an architectural c o m ­ 
mission was appointed to de­ 
cide what to do next to assure 
the safety of Giotto’s works. 


The Scrovegni Chapel, also 
known as the Uhapel of the 
M a d o n n a delPArena, was 
b u i l t in 1303-05 next to a 
palace that was pulled down 
in 1820. 


It was here that Giotto paint­ 
ed his revolutionary and endur­ 
ing frescoes of scenes from the 
life of the Virgin and of Christ. 
Giotto’s pictorial inventive­ 
ness, volume and composition 
in t h e s e frescoes is matched 
only in the Upper B a s i l i c a 
C h u r c h of Assisi where he 


painted his cycle of frescoes on 
the life of St. Francis. 
The chapel has stood through 
thick and thin. 
In World War 1. small Aus­ 
trian bombs carried by light 
planes fell on the city. They 
missed the chapcl. 
On a night in March, 1944, a 
cluster of block busters fell 300 
feet from the Scrovegni Chapel. 


They destroyed the 13th 
century Augustinian Church 
of the Ermitani and with it 
the Ovetari Chapel with its 
famous f r e s c o e s by Man­ 
tegna. 


But the Scrovegni Chapel 
was intact. Paduans began to 
think that the f r e s c o e s of 
Giotto had a charmed life. 
That life is now’ held up by 
steel tube scaffolding. But that 
is only an emergency measure. 
Rerouting traffic has b e e n 
mentioned to remove the cause 
of the vibration w h i c h has 
weakened the chapel. Rut Pa­ 
dua is the fastest-growing city 
in the industrializing north of 
Italy. 
Now, ask the city authorities, 
can we close our principal ar­ 
tery' even to save Giottos? The 
question 
must 
he answered 
soon. Cities like P a d u a can 
grow today, change and build 
tomorrow. But there is no one 
any more to paint Giottos.

achieve greater mutual love 
and understanding with the 
“ separated brethren.” 
These are only the highlights 
of the work accomplished by 
the council fathers this fall. 
There probably will be two

John 
took the diamond ace and king 
and discarded the spade two 
from his hand.

queen followed with the club 
three to the ace. On the club 
king John discarded the spade 
queen from dummy. 
THE HAND is now set for 
cross ruffing and East with all 
his trumps is helpless. In the 
actual play East did not trum p 
the third lead of diamonds but 
rather discarded a spade and 
this enabled John to make five. 
Even if West led a heart the 
hand still is cold for four 
played the way John did. 1 be­ 
lieve a better bidding sequence 
is as follows: 
North, 
pass; 
East, 
pass; 
South, 
1 club; 
West, pass; 
North, 1 diamond; East, pass; 
South, 
1 heart; 
West, pass; 
North, 
3 hearts; 
East, pass; 
South, 4 hearts. This is the way 
the bidding went when Rear 
Adm. Red Williams (USN Ret.) 
of Kent field played the hand 
but after North’s jump to three 
hearts Red was fearful of his 
four losing spades so he passed.

Sending gifts through the 
mail this Christmas? 
Here are some suggestions 
for making sure your pack­ 
age arrives safely at its des­ 
tination. 
First of all, be sure to pro­ 
tect the items you are sending 
by wrapping them in heavy 
corrugated cardboard or in a 
strong cardboard box. Pack 
the contents of the package 
tightly; the post office can re­ 
fuse to accept any package if 
its contents shift around. 
When mailing Christmas 
cards, be sure to use the cor­ 
rect postage 
A Christmas 
card deserves first class post­ 
age, in a sealed envelope with 
a five-cent stamp. Be sure to 
put your return address on 
the envelope, in case the per­ 
son concerned has moved, or 
in case you have addressed 
the card incorrectly. 
Protect any fancy wrap­ 
pings, bow and frills with 
corrugated cardboard or a 


swash of tissue paper. 
Use strong, plain wrapping 
paper that is new, tying large 
or heavy p a c k a g e s with 
enough twine to encircle the 
package both ways at least 
twice. Be sure to use strong 
twine. 
Packages going to foreign 
countries must be sealed. Do­ 
mestic mail packages may be 
sealed, provided they carry 
the label, “ May be opened for 
postal inspection.” 
Use two printed mailing la­ 
bels—one on each side of the 
package. Print the name and 
complete address of the per­ 
son your package is going to, 
plus your own name and ad­ 
dress. 
Print carefully and clearly 
so that those busy people in 
the post office can read it 


easily ... and send it speedily 
on its way to that friend or 
loved one.

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They Stay Puppies At Heart 
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Little Silky Terriers Give 


Lift To Owners' Spirits 


By DON KEOWN 


Mrs. Peggy Smith had never 
owned a dog in her life. 
Then, back in 1950, on the 
Peninsula, she chanced to see 
one of the few Silky Terriers 
then in this country. And im­ 
mediately, she 
was 
deter­ 
mined that she. too, must have 
one of the cute little Austra­ 
lian dogs. 
Fortunately for her, hus­ 
band Merle E. Smith was a 
I'an-American co-pilot, flying 
to and from Australia. 


HE DECIDED to surprise 
his wife with a Silky Terrier 
as a 1950 C hristmas gift. 
But even in their native 
Australia, the Silkies proved 
so scarce and difficult to 
acquire that it was not until 
the following September that 
Brenhill Splinters arrived at 
San Francisco International 
Airport where she was greet­ 
ed by the Smiths. 
"I fell in love with her the 
moment I saw her,” Mrs. 
Smith recalls. 
Affectionately k n o w n as 
Splinters, that first Smith- 
owned Silky Terrier is now 
more than 13 years old and 
beginning to show deafness 
and other traits of old age. 


HER MATE, C h a m p i o n 
Wexford Pogo, is 11, still spry 


and in the best of health. 
Pogo and Splinters have 
produced more champion Sil­ 
kies than any other dogs of 
their breed. Pogo has sired 
seven champs for a record. 
He was imported from Aus­ 
tralia when Mrs. Smith decid­ 
ed to breed Splinters for a 
litter of puppies, and then 
discovered there was no avail­ 
able male silkie in the area. 
Of the two dozen puppies 
which Splinters and Pogo have 
produced, the Smiths have 
kept one. 
She is Rcdway 
Splinters, known around the 
home as Buttons. And at 5 
she has. like her famous fath­ 
er, won her championship. 
C irc u m stan ce s prevented 
the mother, Splinters, from 
joining the family champion­ 
ship roster. It was not until 
May of 1959 that there were 
enough Silky Terriers in this 
country 
for the 
American 
Kennel Club to register the 
breed and accept the little 
dogs in its shows. 
But at 
about the time the breed was 
recognized, Splinters had to 
be spayed, thus making her 
ineligible for the show ring. 
She can, however, claim 
more champion offspring than 
any other female silky in the 
country. 


AT FIRST. Mrs. Smith says, 


she and her husband had dif­ 
ficulty finding new owners 
for Pogo’s and Splinters’ puj>- 
pies. 
Then, in 1954, “This Week” 
magazine used a cover photo 
of Pogo by well-known dog 
photographer Walter Chan- 
doha, and carried an article 
on the silkies. Reaction was 
immediate. L e t t e r s began 
pouring in to the Smiths. Oth­ 
er publications began running 
pictures and stories. 
At 
the 
time 
the 
“This 
Week” photo and story ap­ 
peared, there were only some 
30 silkies in this entire coun­ 
try. But within the next year, 
another 150 were imported 
from Australia. 
And from then on, the 
Smiths had more demand for 
Silky Terrier puppies than 
they could meet. 
Right now 
four puppies 
vhare the Eichler home in I Al­ 
ias Valley with the Smiths, 
Pogo, Splinters and Buttons. 
They will, however, soon be 
going on to new homes—and, 
perhaps, on to future cham­ 
pionships. 
Mrs. Smith says that, in ad­ 
dition to the thrill that comes 
from show ring successes, the 
little dogs provide her with 
valuable companionship when 
her husband, still flying for 
Pan-Am, is away from home. 


The Smiths have no children. 


SIIE IS secretary of the 
Silky Terrier Club of Amer­ 
ica, which has some 300 mem­ 
bers, and has held that office 
since 1955. In addition, she 
served as the club's president 
from 1955 through 1960. 
She was the first American 
Kennel Club licensed special­ 
ist judge for silkies in this 
country, and is now one of but 
two judges in the U.S. 
She is also qualified to 
j u d g e Australian Terriers, 
very similar to the silkies but 
larger and with short, harsh 
coats, and her judging activi­ 
ties once took her to Austra­ 
lia in that capacity. Three 
times she has gone to that 
continent to attend dog shows 
But now, she says, America 
is breeding more of its own 
silkies than it is importing 
from Australia. And most of 
the imported dogs are now 
brought in strictly as pets 
rather than as show dogs. 
Even now, there are but 
1.800 silkies registered with 
the American Kennel Club, a 
very small number when com­ 
pared with most other breeds. 
tThere were 123,000 poodles 
alone registered in the U.S. 
in 1962.) But of the silky to­ 
tal, Mrs. Smith estimates that 
three-quarters are to be found

As a result, the 
Smith dogs are encountering 
increasing competition in the 
dog shows in which they are 
entered.

Silky Terriers Still Scarce In U.S. 
But Their Numbers Are Increasing

Mrs. Smith says, the first book 
ever published on the subject. 
And the author, Betty Young 
of Little Hock, Ark., is a per­ 
sonal friend who owns four of 
Pogo's descendants. 
TFH 
Publications is the 
publisher. 
The silky breed originated 
in Australia around the turn 
of the century, derived from 
the Australian Terrier and the 
Yorkshire Terrier. A standard 
for the Silky Terrier was first 
drafted in 1906. and the first 
Australian club of fanciers of 
the breed was formed two 
years later. 


T H E B R E E D wa s f i r s t 
known as the Sydney Silky 
Terrier, later changed to Aus­ 
tralian Silky Terrier. When 
official recognition was ac­ 
corded the little dogs in the 
U.S. in 1959, it was simply as 
the Silky Terrier. 
From their Australian Ter­ 
rier forebears, the Silky Ter­ 
rier has inherited sturdiness 
and rugged good health. And 
from the diminutive York­ 
shire Terrier comes the fine 
silky coat. 
The blue and tan coloring 
can be traced to both ances­ 
tors. And the silky’s size, nine 
to 10 inches at shoulder, eight 
to 10 pounds, is a happy me­ 


dium between the two original 
breeds. 
The characteristic s i l k y 
coat has a length of five or six 
inches. 
O f f i c i a l l y , the silky is 
classed as a “ toy,” but by dis­ 
position 
they 
are 
terriers. 
Lively, alert and intelligent, 
they are natural watchdogs. 


OTHER TRAITS: livin g to 
their masters, virtually non­ 
shedding and odorless, easy- 
to-care-for since they require 
only frequent brushing with 
no expensive c l i p p i n g or 
plucking. 
The puppies are born black 
and tan, marked with the 
black and tan saddle pattern 
seen in many other breeds. 
The tan remains, but the 
black changes to blue at ma­ 
turity. 
This 
blue 
extends 
from the base of the skull to 
the tip of the tail, and down 
the fore and hind legs to the 
pasterns and hocks. 
The blue ranges from light 
to dark, and may be silver, 
pigeon or slate blue. As the 
silky matures, silver hairs ap­ 
pear amid the black part of 
the coat and eventually pro­ 
duce the blue color. 
Full adult coloration is not 
achieved until the silky is 
about 18 months old. 
Profuse hair at the top of 


the head forms a topknot of 
fawn or silver color. 
Silkies have dark brown, 
expressive eyes, black noses, 
jet-black toenails and ears 
that are folded forward at 
birth and which are erect and 
pointed at maturity. 


W HY OWN a Silky Terrier? 
Mrs. Smith can give you 
any number of reasons. 
They are, of course, cute 
and appealing. They have a 
happy, affectionate 
disposi­ 
tion. They are small enough 
to make ideal house pets, and 
easily groomed. And there is 
the 
satisfaction 
of 
owning 
something “ a little different.” 
And. says Mrs. Smith, while 
the silky does acquire good 
manners and attain physical 
maturity, he remains a puppy 
at heart throughout his life. 


THE SILK Y owner, then, 
never experiences that un­ 
happy point where he sud­ 
denly discovers that he no 
longer owns the cute puppy 
which he originally acquired, 
and has, instead, a far-differ­ 
ent acting and much larger 
pet. 
And that lifelong inherent 
gaiety of the young at heart 
cannot help but give his mas­ 
ter’s spirits a corresponding 
lift, Mrs. Smith concludes.

From $200 
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Recreation For The Entire Family

It's trite but true — that 
“mighty 
oaks 
from 
little 
acorns grow.” 
The T i b u r o n Peninsula 
Club (nee The Southern Ma­ 
rin Recreation Center) is a 
shining example of what re­ 
sulted 
from 
an 
idea 
con­ 
ceived in the minds of two 
men 
while 
commuting 
by 
bus 
from 
Tiburon 
to 
San 
Francisco. 
It was in March of 1948 
when Howard Fllis. then of 
Belvedere, and Frank Smith, 
who still lives on Corinthian 
Island, discussed the lack of 
recreation facilities for fam* 


ilies of the Tiburon Penin­ 
sula and Belvedere. 


SMITH, certainly a 
man 
with vision, thought s o m e 
sort of f a c i l i t y should be 
started while land was still 
reasonably priced. 
' Asked Ellis: 
“Why don't 
you start one?” 
And that was the begin­ 
ning of what is now a major 
recreation center for the res­ 
idents of Belvedere and the 
entire Tiburon Peninsula 
It 
b o a s t s a fine pool (larger 
than Olympic-size), four ten ­ 
nis courts, a good - size m eet­ 
ing hall, a trophy room, a 
playground, snack and bar 


facilities and a membership 
of 500 families. 


“But it wasn't easy,” Smith 
says. 
And 
an 
amazing se­ 
quence of c o i n c i d e n c e s 
playc»d a large part in the de­ 
velopment of the club. 


IN MARIN County, when­ 
ever three persons get to­ 
gether, they usually form a 
committee and elect a chair­ 
man 
and 
secretary. 
There 
were more than three, in­ 
cluding Smith. Ellis, Ixmiso 
Mirata, and Fred Mantegani 
and others, who assembled to 
organize the recreation club. 
Unfortunately, 
they 
didn’t 
elect a secretary. So no offi­ 


cial records arq available to 
describe the proceedings. 
Consequently, we must de­ 
pend on Smith's memory for 
the ensuing account of the 
club’s founding. 
Sufficient acreage was a 
problem and the only suit­ 
able spot seemed to be a site 
known locally as the Frog 
Pond and an adjacent area 
extending up into the canyon 
used as a cow pasture. 


BY A IIAPPY chain of cir 
cumstances involving mutual 
friends, Smith was able to 
talk to the owner, the late 
William Judge of San Fran­ 
cisco. Generously he donated 
the 
entire 
acreage 
in 
the 
swamp without charge and 
gave the committee an option 
on the acreage where the 
buildings, 
courts 
and 
pool 
now stand for $3/250 or about 
$600 an acre. 
As 
Smith 
describes 
it, 
“Virtually a gift ” 
S i n c e then the value of 
this land has risen astronom­ 
ically and Judge Field, named 
for the donor, is the busiest 
place 
in 
Tiburon 
during 
baseball season, for the Lit­ 
tle leag u e and the semi-pro 
Pelicans share the three dia­ 
monds. 
Ellis, meanwhile, sold his 
home to Ernest W. Homan, 
who joined 
the 
committee 
and 
became, 
according 
to 
Smith, “a tower of strength ” 
Homan Hall, the building’s 
mam meeting room with its 
attractive stone fireplace, is 
named in his memory. 


WITH THE choice of “Ma­ 
rin Recreation re n ter," the 
committee had a location and 
a name 
but not much more. 
Now 
officers were elected. 
They were: Smith, president; 
Col. Daniel Gould, first vice 
president; 
Homan, 
second 
vice 
president; 
Mantegani, 
treasurer, and 
Elva 
Paske, 
secretary. 
“What we thought was a 
great idea had been launched. 
But while we had plenty of 
enthusiasm, our corporation 
had no money. Several of us 
subscribed $150 each, there­ 
by becoming charter mem­ 
bers, and we were on our 
way," Smith relates. 
But the $3,250 loomed as 
a m ajor hurdle until Mante­ 
gani suggested a fund rais­ 
ing raffle. I^ocal merchants 
donated prizes. 


FIVE THOUSAND tickets 
were 
printed. 
Main 
Street 
was roped off for dancing 
and Dude Martin’s band sup­ 
plied the music. 
Tickets were sold for $1 
each and people came from 
all around the Bay to attend. 
One of the prizes, a washing 
machine, was won by a resi­ 
dent of Ix>ng Beach. 
Smith remembers that in­ 
experience in such matters 
led the founders to request a 
San Francisco firm to send 
over card tables, wheels of 
fortune and a dice table as 
additional fund raisers. Un­ 
fortunately, 
the 
firm 
also 
sent an exceedingly merry 
and capable crew to operate 
the games, and they went 
away with the main share of 
the profit. 


“ DURING THE height of 
the action," Smith reminis­ 
ces, “we received word that 
somebody had complained to 
the sheriff and we were to 
be raided. We quickly cov­ 
ered 
the 
apparatus 
with 
sheets and, when the officers 


arrived, explained that the 
furniture 
was 
covered 
be­ 
cause painters would soon be 
redecorating T i b u r o n e r s 
Hall. 
The 
officers 
smiled, 
said they saw no evidence of 
gambling, and left. The op­ 
erators, f u r n i s h e d at no 
charge by the San Francisco 
firm, and knowing a good 
thing when they saw it, im- 
m e d i a t e l y returned and 
shortly 
things 
were 
going 
great again 
for the opera­ 
tors.” 
In spite of being on the 
short end of the cash regis­ 
ter, enough money — about 
$3,400 — was raised so that 
the mortgage on the property 
could promptly l>e paid off. 
“N o w 
o u r 
c o r p o r a ­ 
tion owned about 12 acres of 
land, much of it in swamp. 
Again we were without funds, 
but with greatly increased 
enthusiasm ,” 
Smith 
contin 
ues. 
Smith then figured that if, 
by some miracle, the swamp 
could be filled in for base­ 
ball games, a profit could be 
realized by selling beer, hot 
dogs 
and 
soft 
drinks. 
He 
laughingly 
recalls 
his own 
naivete in thinking that with 
nothing but hills in the area, 
good fill would Ik* easy to 
obtain. 
Mantegani and Smith pre­ 
vailed on Fred Hagshaw, then 
county supervisor from the 
district, to have the county 
road departm ent lower the 
grade of Mar West Street 
and dum p the soil into the 
swamp. 


“ WE DID NOT know, and 
nobody 
told 
us, 
that 
the 
mam w ater line to the area 
over the crest of the hills to 
the north ran through that 
part of the swamp we were 
to have filled. The result was 
that with the weight of the 
fill and the bulldozers, the 
main w ater line broke. The 
im mediate result was a bill 
from 
the 
Marin 
Municipal 
W ater District for $5 000.” 
Without funds, the corpor­ 
ation was unable to pay the 
bill. Fortunately they were 
absolved of responsibility. 
Meanwhile, the Northwest­ 
ern Pacific Railroad bad giv­ 
en a part of a cliff where the 
sewage treatment plant now 
stands to the Tiburon Sani­ 
tary District, 
provided the 
district would haul the earth 
to the railroad yard for fill. 


“FOR MANY days Mante­ 
gani and I, with bleeding 
hearts, watched trucks haul­ 
ing this precious earth past 
us to the yard. Frequently 
Fred would bribe a driver to 
dump the dirt on the site of 
the new ball field at the 
price of one case of beer 
per load, but this was soon 
stopped by the contractor.” 
Then came a happy coinci­ 
dence when Smith discovered 
that he and an engineer on 
the job had served in the 
same branch of the army and, 
with the aid of a bottle of 
Scotch, the fill was dumped 
into the swamp. 
Still fundless, the group 
started a membership drive. 
Also a fence was built to keep 
out the cows which had al­ 
ready chewed up a donated 
ginkgo tree. 
Then came the first major 
physical improvement. What 
is now known as Homan Hall 
was built. 
According 
to 
Mantegani, 
Continued on Page M-7

Teen-Age Bridge Masters 


Green brae Brothers Startle 
The Experts In Big Tourney

Want to pit your bridge 
‘ savvy” 
against 
two 
near- 
winners in the largest bridge 
tournament in the world? 
Then take on Bill and Dave 
Crossley of Greenbrae, ages 
16 and 15. 
The two teen-agers, a jun­ 
ior and a sophomore at Red­ 
wood High School, astounded 
1,984 rival participants with 
their fantastic play in a one- 
day charity event at Los An­ 
geles that was, in turn, part 
of a 10-day summer national 
competition. The pair entered 
as darkhorses and finished 
just a whisker—a half point, 
to be exact—behind the win­ 
ners in a strong field that in­ 
cluded many of the famous 
brid ge masters. 


THE BROTHERS originally 
went to Los Angeles to play 
in a special teen-age contest, 
and to work as “caddies” in 


the larger tournament Bridge 
caddies, who help in scoring 
and in picking up the score 
sheets, earn good pay for 
their efforts. 
The decision to play in the 
large charity tournament was 
made after the teen contest 
was canceled because of a 
sparsiiy of entries. 
The hoys then proceeded 
to come within inches of scor­ 
ing an astounding upset in 
the 
largest 
single - session 
bridge 
championship 
ever 
played. 


MASTER POINTS in bridge 
are hard to come by, as Bill 
and Dave and all other devo­ 
tees of the card game well 
know. A first master point 
establishes the player as a 
junior master, and from there 
the climb begins. 
Bill and Dave entered the 
big Los Angeles event with 
only a few scant points to 
their credit. 
"We met all the big shots 
down there,” Dave comments, 
“and it’s true that if you don’t 
play big, you don’t get the 
points.” 
The boys competed as a 
team against other pairs and 
accumulated 11 red points in 
Los Angeles as against an 
average of eight points. 


"IT WASN’T as difficult as 
we thought it would be,” says 
Bill, “or else we are improv­ 
ing rapidly.” 
They concentrated upon a 


simple, sound game, and their 
most important factor was rc- 
strained bidding. 
“The thing we really learn­ 
ed there was how important 
it is to pass,” Bill explains 
The prime purpose of all 
big tournaments is to afford 
the crack players an oppor­ 
tunity to acquire points. And 
there the brothers did them­ 
selves proud. Their successes 
in 
the charity tournament 
jumped the young players to 
the status of national masters 
with 50 master points. 


IN ALL THEIR tournament 
appearances 
to 
date, they 
have placed first, second or 
third. 
Bridge is by far the most 
complicated card game,” as­ 
serts Bill. “It takes many 
years to become really good.” 
A big factor in the brothers’ 
ability and interest in bridge 
is their mother, Mrs. Lura 
Crossley, who teaches bridge 
classes, arranges tournaments 
and is a life master at the 
game So are the boys’ father 
and their grandfather. 


IT WAS NATURAL, then, 
that Bill and Dave should be­ 
gin playing the game at an 
early age. 
And, says Mrs. Crossley, it 
was soon apparent that they 
had a natural flair and ability 
for bridge playing. 
One of their strongest as­ 
sets, their mother believes, is 


their 
temperament. 
“They 
are relaxed and don’t get up­ 
set when things go badly or 
when they lose,” she explains. 
“I think their participation in 
competitive sports has helped 
to make them good sportsmen 
at the bridge table as well.** 


The brothers do not, by any 
means, coniine their activi­ 
ties to bridge playing. Both 
are excellent at chess, an­ 
other “mental” game. 
But 
they are also participants in 
school 
sports 
at 
Redwood 
High School. Both are prepar­ 
ing for careers somewhere in 
the science field. And they 
have many other hobbies and 
interests. 


MRS. CROSSLEY says they 
seldom find the time any 
more to sit down for a family 
game of bridge. But the sons 
frequently assist her in ar­ 
ranging and conducting her 
tournaments. 


Apparently the Crossleys 
are thoroughly c o n v i n c e d 
that the children’s place is 
“around the bridge table." 
For 8-year-old Janet and 12- 
year-old Bob are also learning 
the intricacies of the game. 


So with a club, diamond, 
heart and spade as their ban­ 
ner, a new Crossley twosome, 
or even a foursome, may 
some day soon earn that first 
half point 
and 
begin the 
climb into the bridge lime­ 
light.

Even The Virtuoso 
Needs A New Tune

'The Hat on the Red'* con­ 
tains 24 new John O’Hara 
short stories that ar« marked­ 
ly similar in tone, in tech­ 
nique and in every other re­ 
spect to his earlier collection, 
“The Cape Cod Lighter.” 
We enjoyed the “Lighter” 
Immensely and praised it in 
our review. 
Somewhat to our own sur­ 
prise, we enjoyed "The Hat " 
a great deal less. 
It is not that the writing in 
the new hook is inferior It 
Is. instead, simply a matter 
of going to the well too often 
Even perfection pales and be­ 
comes monotonous when cut 
to the same pattern and re­ 
peated scores of times. 
The O’Hara short stories, 
once again, ^ire characterized 
by an inconclusive quality 
that leaves the reader dang­ 
ling They are more observa­ 
tions — sometimes overheard 
conversations— than episodes 
or even incidents. Revealing 
they always are, for O’Hara 
is a master at having his char­ 
acters bare their inner selves 
in a few brief sentences or 
reactions. But after story af­ 
ter story of this sameness, 
varying but seldom and but 
slightly, this reader began to 
long for just one emphatic 
conclusion with a character 
conquering or surrendering to 
his weaknesses. 
O’Hara’s 
fine 
talent 
for 
characterization is here, as 
are his acute powers of ob­ 
servation of the human race, 
llis writing talent is unques­ 
tioned. But even the virtuoso 
must change the tune from 
time to time if his audience 
is not to tire of his perform­ 
ance.

ISRAEL: YEARS O f C H A L­ 
LENGE by D avid Ben-Gurion, 
Holt, Rinehart and Winston, 
Inc., $5, 240 pages. Review ­ 
ed by Richard Lyttle. 
Prime Minister David Ben- 
Gurion describes the early 
days of Israel as a new coun­ 
try. outlining a series of tense 
political and military situa­ 
tions in which he played a de­ 
cisive role. 
T h e b o o k unfortunately 
leaves 
much 
untold. 
Ben- 
Gurion rarely introduces the 
reader to any of the many 
persons and personalities he 
must have w'orked with and 
worked against in forging the 
new country. 
Instead, Ben-Gurion dw-ells 
almost entirely on his deci­ 
sions and his explanations 
and quotes much from his 
writings. The approach often 
seems argumentative. 
Perhaps the book is written 
too close to history. Most of 
the contentions that revolved 
around Israel are still revolv­ 
ing today. Ben - Gurion evi­ 
dently cannot afford to be 
candid on such contentions. 
But the book has value as 
a political 
and diplomatic 
treatise. His writings and his 
thoughts collected here will 
be of value to historians. It 
should aid the writer of the 
future who does the biogra­ 
phy of David Ben-Gurion. 
That will probably be a 
much more fascinating book 
than the one the prime min­ 
ister 
himself 
has 
offered 
here.

The author has skilfully 
intertwined the story of Sam 
Rayburn’s life with a thumb­ 
nail chronicle of the major 
events of our time. 
It couldn’t have been other­ 
wise because the man affec­ 
tionately known as “Mr. Sam” 
was personally involved in 
the making of U.S. history for 
almost 50 years. 
Allen presents a clear con­ 
cise portrait of the man who 
served as speaker of the 
House longer than any other 
man and became a national 
TV personality wielding the 


gavel at Democratic conven­ 
tions. 
Although the book is the 
story of a 
Democrat, the 
author avoids the pitfalls of 
partisan politics, and comes 
up with an objective tale that 
any Republican could enjoy. 
In light of recent events, 
the book is particularly re­ 
vealing in the passages con­ 
cerning Rayburn’s efforts to 
have then-Senator Lyndon B. 
Johnson nominated for the 
presidency. 
The book is one in a scries

“Captain Scrafina,” written 
and illustrated by l^aurent de 
B r u n o f f (World Publishing 
Co., $3), is another in a series 
of the adventures of Serafina. 
the giraffe, and her animal 
friends. 
There are colorful 
drawings and touches of hu­ 
mor that should please the 
reader in the 5-to-7 age brack­ 
et.

This re-release of four con- 
certi from a multi-disc Biggs 
album on Columbia explains 
the derivation of the title 
and so cannot be criticized 
on that count The concerti 
by the way, are numbers 2, 
5, 13 and 16. No. 13 is the 
one nicknamed The Cuckoo 
and the Nightingale because 
of the bird imitations heard 
in its second movement. The 
pipe organ on which Biggs 
performs is one designed and 
used by Handel himself. This 
is organ writing of the con­ 
siderable more showy nature 
than Bach’s. It is music of the 
concert hall whereas Bach’s 
is music of the church.

white, as well as salmon or 
red shades. They will reseed 
themselves, but the resultant 
plants are never as satisfac­ 
tory as the hybrid parents. 
Plant them about 10 inches 
or a foot apart and keep them 
well watered if rains fail. Be­ 
tween now and next spring, 
there's little else to do other 
than wait. 


One Vote 
Against 
Sawdust 


At least one scientist has 
turned “thumbs down" on the 
use of sawdust as a mulch. 
"Throw away all notions of 
using sawdust.” he says, "be­ 
cause. first of all, sawdust 
soon settles tight and lets a 
real hot sun draw the mois­ 
ture from beneath it. Second, 
drought will make the saw­ 
dust itself thirsty. Then, in­ 
stead of preserving moisture, 
it starts drawing up moisture 
for itself.” 
Sawdust, he notes, also has 
a craving for the nitrogen in 
the soil—a thirst that will not 
end until the sawdust be­ 
comes soil itself—and this 
takes many years. 
The very fact that weeds 
will not grow in sawdust, is 
an indication that other plants 
are not likely to thrive there 
either, he adds. 
This scientist suggests that 
partly decayed leaves, straw, 
peat moss or pine needles be 
used instead of mulching. 
Straw, 
when 
it 
can 
be 
found, is especially suitable, 
he adds, because it is cheap 
by the bale. 
A light sprinkling of soil on 
the straw will prevent the 
wind from blowing it away. 
And this loosely-laid mulch 
will permit water drops to go 
through.

Most annuals demand their 
place in the sun, but not the 
cineraria. 
This favorite f o r e a r l y 
spring is at its best where 
shade predominates. And co­ 
incidentally. it is also at its 
best in our Northern Califor­ 
nia gardens. 
Many an Easterner would 
envy our ability to grow the 
cineraria under garden con­ 
ditions. for in the East, it is 
a favorite pot plant, sold by 
f l o r i s t s and grown under 
cover during winter and early 
spring. Here we can plant it 
out ir fall, then sit back and 
wait for its bloom in late win­ 
ter and early spring—bloom 
which never fails to come in 
abundance. 


WE MUST take care, how­ 
ever, to insure this colorful 
plant with proper drainage 
during the wet winter months. 
The bed, ideally, should be 
slightly raised, but if good 
drainage is known to exist, 
there’s 
no 
need 
for 
this. 
Where drainage is doubtful, 
simply ring the planting area 
with bricks or rocks, or with 
redwood header boards and 
add new soil on top of the old. 
mixing it in 
The soil'should be on the 
acid side, too 
The addition 
of leaf mold helps to main­ 
tain acidity and also helps in 
the matter of drainage by 
leavening the texture of heavy 
soil. Soil sulphur may be add­ 
ed if an alkaline condition is 
known to exist.

There's A Trick 
To Washing Your 
Leather Gloves 


Have you been wondering 
how you can keep non-dunk- 
able lined leather gloves from 
looking grimy after their first 
few trips out this winter? 
There’s an easy answer if 
you put the gloves on your 
hands and quickly scrub the 
outside with a barely damp 
cellulose 
sponge 
and 
mild 
soap. A sponge dishmop can, 
in fact be ideal for the job. 
Then rinse the gloves off 
with another sponge or cloth 
wrung out in clear water. 
The water, of course, should 
be lukewarm to cool, and the 
trick is to work speedily be­ 
fore the surface dampness can 
seep through to the lining. 
Blot off any excess moisture 
with a clean towel, and let 
the gloves dry away from the 
heat.

THE SEC RET in using spot 
and floodlights is to accent 
the outdoor decorations with­ 
out calling attention to the 
source of light.

suggested householders shield 
the holder and the bulb with a 
piece 
of 
metal 
or w o o d 
against 
which 
boughs 
or 
leaves can be arranged. 
For an intriguing effect, a 
75 or 150-watt clear flood is 
recommended behind a re­ 
volving color-wheel to project 
changing tinted light patterns 
on a tree, doorway, window or 
house. 
R e v o l v i n g color- 
wheel appliances come with 
a wooden ground spike to 
keep the unit out of mud or 
water. 
To prevent damage from 
the elements, outdoor t y p e 
bulbs should be used for all 
outdoor Christmas lighting. 


IN ORDER TO thus make 
this Christmas a safe as well 
as beautifully - lighted o n e , 
keep in mind these simple 
safety hints: 
Buy only light strings certi­ 
fied by the Underwriters’ l a b ­ 
oratories. 
Always use washer rings 
on all outdoor sockets to keep 
water from seeping into them. 
As an added precaution, hang 
the sockets downward. 
Use insulated s t a p l e s to 
fasten light strings, not nails, 
tacks, or brads. 
When working o n y o u r 
lighting, 
even 
replacing 
a 
bulb and especially w h e n 
standing on damp ground, be 
sure the power is turned off.
